Claim 6 and claim 7:

2. Claims 1, 6 and 7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 recites a polymer compound film covering the organic electroluminescent 
element and a surface of the substrate around the organic electroluminescent element 
wherein the polymer compound film is a paraxylylene polymerized film; and an inorganic 
barrier film covering the polymer compound film, an edge thereof, and a surface of the 
substrate around the polymer compound film, wherein the inorganic barrier film is made 
of silicon, wherein the edge of the polymer compound film is so formed that the edge 
becomes gradually thinner, which are not suggested or disclosed by the prior of record. 

Claims 6 and 7 are dependent on claim 1 . 

Suzuki et al. [US 6,198,217 B1], Ishibashi et al. [US 6,680,131 B1], Sugimoto et 
al. [US 6,897,607 B2], and Morii [US 2001/0044035 A1] disclose an organic 
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electroluminescent display. However, none of them discloses or suggests the above 
discussed limitations.
